However, you did use that 
threat against us (the private property owners) at every public meeting at the Willow Community Center 
with exception of the last meeting on October 10, 2007. And if you remember the meeting chaired by 
Senator Huggins was recorded. 

Ron, you said at the last meeting our land Is safe during this admlnistratlon but you could not speak for 
future administrations. Is your attached email stating something different? 

Are you against management of the lake reverting to DNR? From the information received at the last 
meeting (October 10, 2007), federal funding maybe an Issue. However, it was stated that DOT has never 
spent federal funding on the lake, federal funding has been spent only across the Parks Highway on the 
upland alrport for snow removal (I believe this is what was said). Does DOT receive additional federal 
funding by keeping Willow Lake under DOT? If so, how much and from what agency does it come? 

Since DOT has informed us of their authority we have no choice but to do all we can to retain our property 
rights and our historical uses of the lake. The only way t can see this happening is for DOT to relinquish 
management responsibility of the lake, If there is another way please tell me? How can DOT justrfy 
keeping ILMT (tnteragency Land Management Transfer ) identified as ADL 18500, when DOTs own 
Willow Airport Plan signed and dated February 1 9, 2003, clearly states (paragraph 'L') Willow Lake Is not 
suitable to devetop as a seapiane base/alrport? My next question is how can you create a LAKE PLAN 
without creating a SEAPLANE BAS E/Al RPORT? 

The historical use of Willow Lake as been for recreational purposes only, wlth one smail air taxi operating 
(similar to other lakes managed by DNR, l.e. Long Lake, Big Lake and Horaeshoe Lake, etc.). Willow 
Lake has developed as a recreational lake not a seapiane base. DOT has not managed Willow Lake 
since the transfer of management authority by the ILMT. Consequently, Willow Lake developed as a 
recreational lake, not a seapiane base/alrport. 

Again, it appears that the only soludon for all users is for management of Willow Lake to revert back to 
DNR, thusly allowing all uses includlng Willow Air Taxi and private watercraft. Under DNR our property 
rights would be protected. Cumsntly, other lakes and rivers In the STATE that Willow Air Taxi operatea 
on are likely under DNR management So why not Willow Lake? When Willow Air Taxi takeoffs out of 
Willow Lake they have to land on other lakes or rivers and those are likely managed by DNR.

Govemor: 

Thera is an issue with the Seldovia Village Tribe. The Tribe is refusing to sign the Standard waiver of tribal 
sovereign immunity that is required when receMng state funds to administer grants. I believe the waiver is 
required by statute or DHSS regulation. 

The grant funds in this case are $30,000 fbr a seniors meals program. The Tribe's position is that if s assets 
should not be put at risk in a lawsuit by a waiver of immunity for such a smal! grant In a letter dated October 29, 
2007, the Tribe asks you to accept a substitute such as naming the state as an Insured, or simpJy quit requiring 
waivers any longer from Trlbes for grants under $1 00,000. 

Channel 2 has contacted DHSS and been sent a copy of the Tribe's October 29, 2007 letter. I also belleve DHSS 
told the reporter that these types of waivers have been required as a condition of receiving grant funds for many 
years and the requirements are in statute or regulation or both. I am not sure if this will develop into an actual 
story. 

I am meeting with Talis, Monica, and DHSS personnel tomorrow to discuss.
